I am domiciled at present at L64 Fast 72nd street, New Y or' . 


After the nrmistice with * k oumnnia, on December *Hh 1944, T 
was nominated Prime minister l \ r Majesty Mng Mch nl the 1st of 
Roumania, in conformity with oy r constitutional practiced, and formed 

a broad, coalition Government. 


~~ On the 28th of February 1945 .f*s a result of an ultimatum pre- 
sented to his Majesty King Micheai the I, by the soviet ^nvoy A. 
Vishlnaky, I was obliged,, to resign, Vlnhinoky impost ns on the country 
and King a pro -communists ^Government under x . Gro:sa. *■ 


Because of the cormnunist-doml nated Government, my oernonaL 
security in ^oumania was continuously threatened. T left the country 
and lately came to the u nited states of America. 

I know that Mr. w . Malaxa, tho foremost industrialist of my 
country, has organised an important group of metallurgical works in 
Roumania. The rapidly growing importance of bin industries put him 
in conflict with the German economic inhere uts which at that t3me 
made all their efforts to acquire aDuolute domination of the Danubian 
States. 


This conflict reached Its final climax after the installation 
in Roumania of the pro-German Antonescu Go vernment and after the 
entry of German t roups into the country, "t that time the ^ntonescu 
Government confiscated ail the work3 of Mr. a\I. Malaxa, arrested 
him and put him in jail so a3 to overcome ths resistance which 
he had opposed to the German economic domination. 

After the entry of the soviet t roups into Roumania, the . 
soviets, in violation of the -armistice agreement selected the 
works belonging to Mr. N. Malaxa { which had been restored to 
him by Royal Decree) as an object of reparation of war by taking 
over on account of such reparations machines and equipment of 
great value of one of his works. In spite of the opposition 
to that mesure by me as Prime Minister, and by others, a part 
of said factory was dismanteled and shipped to Russia. 

Gn that occasion, x had an opportunity to become convinced 
of the clear position taken by N. Malaxa for tha defense of 
our economic system. 

In the difficult period which followed, under the con- 
tinuous and growing pressure of the Kuasians, other circum- 
stances and other deeds of Mr. N. Malaxa have strengthened my 
conviction' concerning his anti -communist attitude. 1 would 
like in part cular to stress one conclusive fact, which x have 
reported to General Schuyler already In Bucharest, namely, that 
Atr. N. Malaxa put himself at my disposal, before and also after 
my dismissal from the Government to help me to counteract the 
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growing ceaanaiat domination In Romania. 

I a a sure the time will cone wnen the facts which prove this 
attitude could he known in detail. If all this has for the moment to 
be kept conf idential, itia only because Ur, Malaxa still has his wife 
and son in Houma nla and he w ould not like to endanger their lives, 
especially as he has not lost the hope of being able to get then out 
soon, in some w ay. 

Given the above facts and knowing the present situation in Rou~ 
nania, I consider that the return of Hr. Blalaxa to Houaania would

end^a^sger his persona 1 security. 

But above all, his stay in this country is from our point of 
view of the utmost importance for the Romanian cause. 

personally I aa ready to guarantee to the U. S. Government that 
Mr. Malacca w411 be a good and hard-forking resident and will never 
try to do anything harmful to this country.- 
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
